As a worthy steward, the AMAA offers 
churches a unique opportunity for 
missionary outreach. Through the 
AMAA, churches in the U.S. can sustain 
their brother and sister churches 
throughout the world. Individuals can 
help other individual Armenians in need 
of education, religion or compassionate 
relief. Acting as a conduit or medium of 
service, the AMAA channels resources 
to needs and links giver, gift and 
receiver. 

Indeed we are all “enablers”. The 
AMAA enables churches to reach the 
needy. Churches enable the AMAA to 
supply the resources needed. Through 
each one’s talents, vision and support, 
AMAA personnel, missionaries, pastors, 
donors, local committee members and 
concerned Armenian-Americans all 
enable the AMAA to carry on its 
ministry. 


Aiding Church Growth 


Part of missionary outreach is church 
growth, both at home and overseas. This 
growth depends on widespread mission 
education and involvement.

The AMAA has always dreamed of 
bringing Armenians in the U.S. together 
for mutual benefit and more effective 
missionary action. During 1977, the 
AMAA worked actively with the 
Armenian Evangelical Union of North 
America (AEU-NA) to achieve that 
dream. During the 60th Anniversary, the 
Union will actively support the 
Celebration. Together we will forge ahead. 

To this end, the AMAA and the AEU- 
NA have agreed to convene together the 
All-Armenian Evangelical Conference in 
Haverford, PA (near Philadelphia), June 
26-28, 1978. All Armenian Evangelical 
Churches at home and overseas, including 
the Brethren Churches, will be invited. 

The Conference will strive: 

To bring clergy and lay leaders to- 
gether for consultation on the status of 
the Armenian Evangelical Movement. 

To study and pray together to recap- 
ture the inspiration which led to our 
commitment to the Kingdom of God. 

To evaluate, plan and act upon ways 
and means of making our Christian 
testimony more Biblical, dynamic and 
soul-winning. 

To strengthen the base of our mission- 
ary outreach by making the AMAA the 
missionary arm of all Armenian Evan- 
gelical Churches in the Diaspora. 

To seek the guidance of the Holy 
Spirit for the “revitalization and growth” 
of our Armenian Evangelical movement. 


EDUCATION, the universal challenge to 
“proclaim Him . .. in word and deed” 
through studying the truth and beauty in 
the world around you, is number one in 
AMAA missionary priorities. Homeless 
children, handicapped youth, needy 
college students, immigrant adults—all 
need this vital key to survival in modern 
society. Through the support of concerned 
individuals like you, who have sponsored 
education through the AMAA, the gains 
have been enormous over the past 60 
years. 


Adopt-A-Foreign-Child-Abroad 
Program 

Since 1945, the AMAA’s child education 
sponsorship program has helped over 
2000 children per year. The program 
provides tuition for elementary and 
secondary students in the Middle East 
whose parents are unable to afford their 
children’s schooling. Through the AMAA, 
sponsors like you contribute $50 a year for 
elementary pupils and $100 a year for high 
school pupils. These amounts do not cover 
the full cost of tuition. If a sponor promises 
partial tuition through the AMAA, the 
school must supply the balance in order to 
qualify for the scholarship. The child’s edu- 
cation is thus assured. The AMAA also 
handles all processing and correspondence 
costs. 


Students Educated for Modern World 


Through this program, the AMAA assists 
students in Lebanon, Syria, Greece, 
Turkey, and since the Lebanon crisis, 
refugees in Cyprus. Graduates under this 
program have qualified for colleges in 
Lebanon, Europe and the United States.

Istanbul Youth Home 


(Badanegan Doon) 


In the interior of Turkey live about 
40,000 Armenians who have lost not 
only their hope, but also their national 
identity and Christian heritage. To 
“salvage” at least the children of these 
poor people, the AMAA with your aid 


helps operate the Istanbul Youth Home. 


Here over 125 children from the 
backward Anatolou region receive a 
secular education during the week and 
intensive Christian training over the 
weekend. During the summer months, 
they eat, sleep, assist in camp work, and 
receive daily Christian nurture in the 
Summer Camp (Camp Armen). 


The Istanbul Youth Home was 
founded in 1956 by the joint efforts of 
Swiss philanthropist Theodore Weiser, 
the AMAA and the Union of the 
Churches in the Middle East. The Home 
was put under the direction of Hrant 
Guzelian, who committed himself 
unreservedly to this urgent need. To 
help these Armenian children continue 
to regain their dignity, nationality and 
Christianity, the AMAA contributes 
generously each year through the 
support of sponsors like you. Many other 
charitable organizations join you in this 
work: the Stephen Philibosian Founda- 
tion, the A.G.B.U., the Lodges and 
Otyags of the Knights and Daughters of 
Vartan, the Telfeyan Evangelical Fund, 
the Constantinople Armenian Relief 
Society, Ladies Aid Societies of 
Churches, and others. 

You can help sponsor children in four 
ways: 1) Sponsor one child through 
graduation at $300 a year, which covers 
food, meals, lodging and schooling. 2) 
Sponsor a child for one year for only 
$300. 3) Sponsor the project with a 
donation. 4) Sponsor more than one 
child. Through your love and care, 
deprived Armenian children from the 
Interior will continue to receive a new 
outlook on life. 


DREAMS FOR 1978 


Haigazian College 


Thanks to the Haigazian College in 
Beirut, Lebanon is the only country in 
the Middle East where an Armenian 
child can go through a unified, 
progressive educational system from 
kindergarten to college. And Haigazian 
is the only Armenian College outside 
Soviet Armenia to give academic 
degrees in the Humanities, Language, 
Literature, Business, Science and Social 
Science. Here a student of any race, 
nationality or creed can receive a sound 
academic education in a church-related 
atmosphere, absorb Armenian culture, 
and benefit from a Lebanese-Arab 
milieu. No Armenian youth who qualifies 
but lacks the means is excluded. To date, 
nearly 1000 graduates have moved into 
positions of responsibility all over the 
world. Some of them are already serving 
the very institution which enabled them 
to receive higher education. 


Haigazian College was founded in 
1955 by the AMAA and the Union of the 
Armenian Evangelical Churches in the 
Near East. Named after the late Dr. 
Armenag Haigazian, a distinguished 
educator, the college opened with a 
student body of 43 and a faculty of 10. 
At one time its student body rose to 650, 


but today, following the Civil War in 
Lebanon, its enrollment of 330 
represents 20 denominations from 30 
different countries around the world. 
Armenian students account for 54% of 
those registered of which 80% are 
Armenian Apostolic, 18% Protestant 
and 2% Catholic. 

Besides offering the B.A., B.Sc. and 
Teaching Certification, all accredited by 
the Lebanese government, Haigazian 
College houses a 23,000 volume library 
of English, Armenian and Arabic works. 
The Armenian section contains rare, 
valuable books and periodicals dating 
from 1666, including the first published 
Bible in the Armenian language. 

During the civil war in Lebanon, the 
College suffered almost $100,000 in 
property damages and a sharp decline in 
enrollment, Today, most students are 
still unable to pay school fees, and need 
transportation and scholarships. Tuition 
sponsorships are available through the 
AMAA for $1000 a yeat, and a portion 
of the $250,000 raised for Lebanon 
Relief in 1976-77 was used for this 
purpose. New resources are urgently 
needed to continue to train leaders for 
the Armenian community through 
Haigazian College. 


DREAMS FOR 1978 


The Institute 
for Armenian 
Blind and Deaf 


The Institute for Armenian Blind and 
Deaf, and the Homes for Armenian Old 
People and Widows at Bourj-Hammond, 
Lebanon and Aleppo, Syria have served 
Armenians in the Middle East for almost 
fifty years. They care for blind, deaf, 
mute and mentally retarded Armenians, 
providing them with a home, clothing, 
food and education. 

The Institute consists of a home for 
blind residents; of workshops where 
blind and otherwise handicapped 
workers earn their income by producing 
baskets, chairs, brushes; and of a school 
with classes for blind, mentally retarded, 
deaf and hard-of-hearing children. A 
family assistance program helps the 
needy and sick. The Institute maintains a 
home for blind and destitute widows, 
too, who otherwise would be left without 
food or shelter. 

Since 1928, the Institute has been 
largely sustained by the Swiss Friends of 
the Armenians, and the AMAA now 
serves as the Institute’s receiving agent 
in the United States. Your contributions 
—past, present and future—help keep 
this work alive, giving “eyes to the blind,” 
“ears to the deaf,” and relative economic 
security to the handicapped and 
mentally retarded. 


DREAMS FOR 1978 


Your Mission 
to Iran 


More than 35,000 Armenians living 
around Teheran, Iran are in desperate 
need of better education, religious 
training and social services. Recognizing 
this critical need, the AMAA, acting for 
the Armenian Evangelical Union of 
North America, sent Arpine Mashigian 
Aghabegian to work among the children 
and youth in Narmek and Mejidieh, near 
Teheran. The fruit of her dedicated work 
already includes two Christian Endeavor 
Societies, Sunday School classes, Daily 
Vacation Bible Schools and the 
purchase of property for two new 
Christian Centers. Additional programs, 
equipment and volunteer workers are 
needed to develop this newest AMAA 
mission.

Concerned Christians 
who work at any of the AMAA-related 
missions also benefit from your support, 
receiving their training and inspiration on- 
the-job. And, rightfully caring for those 
who have labored many years for God’s 
people, the AMAA also aids retired 
teachers, ministers and their widows, so 
they may still use their wisdom, experience 
and talents for God’s Kingdom. 


Child Evangelism 


With the AMAA, you are involved in 
Sunday School and Daily Vacation Bible 
School work with underprivileged children 
in Iran, Greece, Syria and Lebanon. In 
Lebanon, for example, Mrs. Hasmig 
(Donabedian) Collier of Interdenomina- 
tional Sunday Schools and the Christian 
Endeavor Union touch the lives of over 
300 children in 8 different centers. They 
win youth to Christ through house visita- 
tion, tract and Bible distribution, films of 
Bible stories, handicraft and hymn singing. 
D.V.B.S. efforts are also encouraged by 
Vacation Bible Schools, Inc. chaired by Mr. 
Ted Murray. 


Sacred Music Singers 


Modeled on the Sacred Music Singers of 
the 1940’s in Beirut, the AMAA’s Sacred 
Music Singers not only worship in song, but 
also inspire others spiritually and stimulate 
great pride in the Armenian community. 
Formed on February 7, 1976, the 51- 
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member choir held their first concert on 
May 22, 1977 in Paramus, NJ. 


A Special Ministry in Publications 


You also help spread God’s Word in the 
printed media. The AMAA publishes and 
distributes works in Armenian and English 
on the Christian life, the church, and 
Armenian history and culture. AMAA 
News, which combines the former 
Armenian/American Outlook and the 
AMAA Neusletter, keeps you up-to-date 
on Association ministries and activities. 
The AMAA also provides financial assis- 
tance to Panpere, the publication of the 
Armenian Evangelical Union of France; to 
Chanasser and Badanegan Artzagank 
publications of the Union of the Armenian 
Churches of the Near East; to the 
publication of religious tracts, pamphlets 
and newsletters all over the world. 


Social Services 


Mission needs are just as real on the 
home front as overseas. The Immigration 
& Resettlement Committee of the AMAA 
provides counseling and referral services to 
immigrants .. . helps them obtain housing, 
furniture, health care, employment, 
education and transportation . . . supplies 
needed fellowship and guidance for their 
cultural transition. All these services are 
possible only with your help. 

The new Armenian Evangelical Social 
Service Center in Los Angeles, opened in 
January, 1977, now offers these crucial 
services directly to individual Armenian 
immigrants, youth and senior citizens. To 
immigrants, the Center offers help to solve 
the problems of adjustment, directs the 
foreign-speaking to English language 
courses, and introduces Iron Curtain 
immigrants to the church, religion and the 
Bible. For youth, the Center sponsors an 
Armenian Students’ Advisory Council to 
help junior and senior high school students 
adapt to their new country. For senior 
citizens, the Center obtains reduced fares 
on public transportation, arranges visits to 
the sick and handicapped, and sponsors 
group activities at the Center. 

The same kind of social services are also 
rendered from the AMAA Headquarters in 
Paramus, NJ and will soon expand into 
courses on the English language, Armenian 
history and culture, and more compre- 
hensive senior citizen programs.

Ellis Island Remembered 


On September 23, 1978, Armenian-Americans 
will sponsor a celebration to beautify Ellis 
Island, gateway of immigrants. Festivities 
will include a luncheon, visiting artists, an 


exhibition of Armenian immigrant 


passports, photos, a Memorial Dinner, and 
‘more. Trees will be planted to landscape 
the Island, and a special commemorative 


booklet will be issued. Don’t miss it! 


SOMEONE REMEMBERED ELLIS 
ISLAND at a dinner held for President 
Carter at the Waldorf-Astoria in New 
York City, June 23rd, 1977. That 
someone was Set Momjian, National 
Chairman. 

Momjian reminded Secretary of the 
Interior Cecil D. Andrus that over 16 
million immigrants first touched 
American soil at Ellis Island, now left 
deserted in upper New York Bay. 

“The benches are the same benches 
the immigrants used,” exclaimed 
Momjian. “The steps, the railings, even 
the showerheads are the same! Ellis 
Island is as significant to most 

immigrants as the Statue of Liberty. But 
no one visits there today, and its 
buildings are falling into disrepair. Ellis 
Island is remembered, yes, but 
neglected.” 

Quickly, Momjian outlined a celebra- 
tion to beautify Ellis Island and restore 
its national dignity. Armenian- 
Americans, all descendants of immi- 
grants, would raise funds to have trees 
planted and the Island landscaped 
completely. They'd hold aluncheon... 
eat foods the immigrants would have 
eaten... play Armenian folk songs. 
They’d invite Armenian artists to paint a 
commemorative portfolio .. . exhibit 
authentic Armenian immigrant pass- 
ports and old family photos .. . sponsor 
a Memorial Dinner in the evening. 
They'd unite Armenian-Americans from 
all over the country in memory of the 
time their mothers and fathers huddled 
together waiting entry through Ellis Is- 
land. And they’d become the first group 

to really do something for Ellis Island. 


Andrus nodded his approval. Momjian 


had already directed numerous cultural 
and historical projects with great success. 

In 1976, Momjian chaired the 
splendid “Thank You, America!” 
banquet and helped raise nearly 
$600,000 to fund a unique project. 

On behalf of the Armenian people, a 
matchless collection of 21 Herter tapes- 
tries featuring New York history were 
presented as a Bicentennial gift to the 
New York Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

Set Momjian, an early Carter sup- 
porter, arranged a meeting in the White 
House between 36 prominent Armen- 
ians and the President on December 1, 
1977. 

On May 16, 1978, he took 150 
Armenians to the White House for a re- 
ception in the State Dining Room with 
the President and Mrs. Carter, a musical 
program in the East Room followed by 
dinner at the Anderson House. 

With Set Momjian, Ellis Island Re- 
membered will be in good hands! 


A History of Memories 


ELLIS ISLAND REMEMBERED is dif- 
ferent to different Armenians. Only the 
earliest Armenian immigrants, prior to 
the Turkish massacres, saw Ellis Island in 
its early days—a fort, a munitions 
magazine, and later a picnic grounds. 
Then immigrants were processed 
through Castle Garden on the lower tip 
of Manhattan Island or at the nearby 
Barge Office. Those quarters soon 
proved too tight. On January 1, 1892, 
the newly-refurbished Ellis Island 
opened as immigrant station for the Port 
of New York. Most Armenian-Americans 
today, like the largest percentage of all

European immigrants, remember Ellis 
Island as their gateway to the United 
States. 


The Drama of Ellis Island 


Drama paraded through Ellis Island 
daily. Each day, shiploads of weary 
immigrants, fleeing poverty and oppres- 
sion, seeking freedom and economic 
independence, passed through its 
turnstiles. Every immigrant brought his 
own compelling story. 

They left behind beloved relatives, a 
familiar homeland, their entire past. 
They endured the rigors of the trip, 
usually in crowded, smelly steerage. 
Their hearts soared when they first 
sighted the Statue of Liberty, but when 
their steamship settled in quarantine to 
wait entry to Ellis Island, tension gripped 
them again. Only when the medical 
examination and the inspector’s ques- 
tions were over, and they had passed 
through the maze of interpreters and 
train agents to their waiting relatives and 
friends, did that anxiety dissolve. In this 
way, thousands began life in their new 
country at Ellis Island. 

In 1932, all immigration processing at 
Ellis Island ceased. By this time, officials 
conducted their inspection at the ports 
of embarkation, and the Island served 
only as a detention and deportation 
center. On November 12, 1954, Ellis 
Island closed completely. And in 1966, 
President Johnson proclaimed the 
Island to be part of the Statue of Liberty 
National Monument.
